AN ACT TO'APPROPRIATE MONEYS FOR THE PURPOSES
THEREIN NAMED, FOR THE MINNESOTA STATE PRISON.

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota:

SECTION 1. That the following amounts of moneys, or
so much thereof as may be necessary, is hereby appropriated
for the purposes herein named, out of any moneys in the
State treasury not otherwise appropriated:
